Thousands of firefighters scrambled 
through rugged terrain in the West on Mon- 
day to knock down established forest and 
brush fires and keep up with scores of 
small ones started by lightning. 

In Oregon alone, at least 2,600 nrefight- 
ers were at work Monday. Flames also con- 
tinued in parts of Washington, California, 
Idaho, British Columbia. Nevada and Ari-

About 1,600 firefighters battled a .series 
of lightning-sparke'd blazes in northern Cal- 
ifornia in the Klamath National Forest. 
Fifiy of the 75 fires were .contained or exr 
itnguished, U.S. Forest Service spokesman 
Pat Kaunen said Monday, but the biggest, 
the Jack Fire, was still burning after cover- 
ing over 3,500 acres. 

"Wc'rc pulling firefighters back away 
from that fire,” Kaunert said. “lt‘s burning 
in sleep, inaccessible terrain. It would be 
strictly ground forces, and that's not 
enough.” 

Washington's biggest fire had burned 
across 700 to 1,000 acres in Okanogan 
County in the north-central part of the state, 
but most were under five acres.

TWIN FALLS - Shilo Inns is bringing 
128 new Bibles to, town. 

The Oregon-based hotel company is 
close to closing its purcha.se of 3.2 acres of 
. land on-Blue Lakes Boulevard North for 
new 128-suite hotel fronted by two new 
restauranus. 

Construction should begin this fall for 
the new hotel, which will feature an indoor 
swimming pool, spa, sauna, sieam room, 
fitness center and convention space for 200 , 
people. 

Details are sketchy now about how long 
the con.Htruciion will take or how ilie hotel 
will look. 

But the deal on the land cume suddenly. 

Dave Hurvey - president ofMeldco Inc., 
which owns the land - decided on a whim 
in early July to mail out basic site maps to 
Shiio Inns to sec if the eompuny wuuld'be - 
' interested in the land. 

Meanwhile, the Summit Group of South 
Dakota, which owns the local Comfort Inn. 
was starting negotiations with Harvey to 
buy the land to build their own hotel. 

.But Shilo Inns executives looked at the 
plan.s for a week, then responded quickly. 
They flew in from Portland and came to 
terms with Harvey in just three days.

TWIN FALLS - John and Dclcne 
Wurzer thought they were doing the city 
a favor last year by painting a large West- 
ern mural on the fence ouYsidc their Kim- 
berly Road saloon. 

“Wc certainly didn’t paint it for adver- 
tising,” John Wurzer said. Monday. "Wc 
painted it to look good.” 

"It was just an ugly white fence,” Dc- 
Icnc Wurzer said. 

But that fence now might be seen as an 
advertisement for thcO.K. Corral tavern, 
and as such, would be in violation of the 
city's sign laws.’T^c Wutzers could lose 


their bar permit because of it. 

It may not be the showdowm that made 
Wyatt Earp a legend, but at 7 p.m. 
tonight, the city planning and zoning 
commission will decide whether to draw 
aim on the Wurzers and their mural at 
1 880 Kimberly Rd. 

The mural - which depicts cowboys in 
a bar setting and has the words OK Corral 
at the top T-is 12 feet 8 inches tall and 
about 48 feet long. 

The planning commission .will need lo 
determine when a fence is a fence and 
when it becomes an advertisement, said 
Rcncc Carraway. the city's zoning assis- 


Carraway said Monday that the Wutz- 


ers will need to apply for a variance if 
they want to keep the mural as a sign. 

"h is not a sign.” she said. "U was orig- 
inally built as a fence." 

•Under- city law, a permit can be re- 
voked “for violation of supplementary 
conditions, .safeguards and/or restrictions 
imposed by the City Council or the plan- 
ning and zoning commission at the time 
the permit was granted."

ARCHES NATIONAL PARK. 
Utah — ^.Is America’s love affair 
with its overcrowded national parks 
fading? 

For the first lime since the end of 
World War 11. the number of peo- 
ple visiting national parks is. head- 
ing down, in a decline that started 
two years ago. 

And that spells trouble for busi- 
nesses that eater to park visitors. ' 

Even in this desert park of 2,000 
natural stone arches, where visitor 
'numbers 'had jumped 51 percent 
since 1990, attendance may be 
down this year, says Park Superin- . 
- tendent Noel Poe.- -r

Neighboring Canyonlailds, where 
growth had been even higher than 
Arches, also is in a decline. 

But not every park is down. 

.. Attendance at sorhe parks that 


draw from major population centers . 
is climbing, including Yoscmitc. up 
9 percent, and Rocky Mountain 
near Denver, up 1 7 percent for the • 
first five months of this year. 

Bui nationally, visitors to the 
park system’s 332 reporting units, 
ranging from parks'to battlefields, 
was down 2.2 percent through May 
and initial reports for" June and July 
suggest further drops. Last year, 
visits were down to 273.1 million, 
down from the previous year's 
274.7 million. 

In 1947. the number was 25.5 
million. 

Many reasons arc given why 
park system numbers arc down, 
ranging from an uncertain world 
economy to the international attrac- 
tion of all the World Cup soccer 
matches to overcrowded parks. 

"People arc tired of going to 
overcrowded parks^" ■said Rod 
Grecnough of the Salt Lake City 
.office of the National Parks and 
Conservation Association'.

Early afternoon thunderstorms over Massachusetts pro-

As many a.s 700 firefi ghte rs were 


strung out through thc Payette, Nez 
Pcrcc and Panhandle national forests 
with much of the manpower concen- 
trated just cast of Riggins in the 
Salmon River Canyon. 

About 60 firefightcfs were com- 
mitted to thc 150-acre Walters Fire 
just two miles cast town. It was 
burning in grass and brush, but 
crews, backed up by helicopters 
dumping river water on the flames, 
had managed to keep thc flames, 
from reaching thc trees. Fire bosses 
hoped to declare it contained on. 
Tuesday. 

But to the north in the Nez Perce 
National Forest, about'threc air 


miles from Riggins, two 20-man 
crews were moving in on thc Light- 
ning Creek Fire that had covered 
about 70 acres of grass under poo- 
dcrosa pine. Spokeswoman Elaync 
Murphy said air tankers pounded the 
blaze with retardant before the 
crews arrived. ' 

The rest ofihc fires were all rela- 
tively small — 15 acres or less.. 

In thc Panhandle, os many as 500 
firefighters were scattered through - 
the forest, mopping up the more 
than 50 blazes ignited by lightning 
during thc weekend. Fire bosses 
considered releasing some of those 
crews as they got the situation in 
hand.

"They’re mostly where lightning 
struck an individual tree and burned 
for 100 feet around it.” said Wes 
Culp, regional manager for thc 
Washington state Department of 
Natural Resources. "The problem is 
getting to them to make sure they’re 
out before conditions change.” ' 

About 130 fires were burning in 
thc tinder-dry forests of adjoining 
British Columbia, inc.luding a 
1.500-acrc blaze that had briefly 
threatened thc resort city of Pentic- 
ton. 

More than lOO mosiIy small fires 
were being fought in Idoho and 
some 700 firefighters were at work, 
backed up witlUiclicopters and air 
tankers. More 20-mnn crews were 
being called in. 

”Wc’rc expecting several starts 
every day. as long as we have this 
lightning.” Panhandle National For- 
est spokeswoman Judy Smith said. 


Hot. dry air and erratic wind ham- 
pered firefighters trying to contain 
three separate fires that have charred 
an estimated 23.000 acres of north- 
ern' Nevada. 

That included the Rain Fire on 
Bureau of Land Management land 
that cxplodcdxluring thc night when 
a thunderstorm generated high wind 
that sent flames in all directions. 
That enlarged thc blaze from 5.000 
acres to 10,000 acres in just an hour, 
according to the Elko Interagency 
Fire Dispatch Center. 

Southern Arizona’s three main 
fires had been quieted by. rain and 
cooler temperatures. Thc only active 
fire was thc I l.800-ocrc Cotton- 
wood in the Coronddo National For- 
est near Safford. Crews were close 
to containing it, said Ron Matt, in- 
telligence officer at the Southwest 
Coordination Center in Albu- 
querque. N.M. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Insur- 
ance reforms would be given a 
chance to bring hcalih-carc cover- 
age to more Americans without any 
government mandate that employers 
help pay premiums under a plan be- 
ing discussed by Senate Democratic 
Leader George Mitchell, sources 
said Monday. 

If several years from now — pos- 
sibly thc year 2000 — thc reforms 
have not brought a desired level of 
coverage, a commission’s recom- 
mendations for meeting thc goal 
would be implemented without fur- 
ther congressional action, said one 
source, speaking on the condition of 
anonymity. 

Mitchell has not given up entirely 
on the idea of requiring employers 
to pay a portion of their workers’ 
health insurance premiums.

Killer bees found in Puerto Rico 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Israel 
and- Jordan pledged Monday to war 
no more, their historic declaration 
echoing from the White House as 
Piuidcnt Clinton marveled at a “new 
currency of hope” surging through 
the Middle East. 

Sitting at the same desk used in 
1979 for a peace treaty between . 
Egypt and Israel and last September 
to establish Palestinian self>rultf, 
King Hussein of Jordan and Israeli 
Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin vowed 
“to bring an end to bloodshed and 
sorrow” between their nations. 

The king patted Rabin on the, 
shoulder and they shook hlinds 
warmly. Hussein, who had hc.sitatcd 
for decades in making peace with 
Israel, declared in a Rose Garden cer- 
emony that preceded the declaration 
of nonbelligerency: “Out of all the 
days of my life, I don’t believe there . 
is one such as this." 

Thcjking, who saw his grandfather. 
King '.Abdallah, murdered by a 
Muslim extremist in 1951, defied ' 
today's extremists in taking a step 
that is designed to lead to a peace 
treaty by year's end. Glancing toward , 
Rabin, who commanded Israeli 
forces in the 1967 Six-Day war that . 
cost Jordan the West Bank, Hussein 
promised “we will meet as often as 
we are able and as required to shep- 
herd this process.” 

“A new day is dawning,” Rabin 
said, reflecting the optimism their 
meeting engendered. Perhaps this 
Hrst public handshake with the king 
— who until now has had to meet in 
secret with Israeli leaders — will 
someday become “most routine,” the 
prime minister said. 

Egypt and Israel came to terms in 
1979. Last September, also on thi; 
White House lawn, Israel and the 
PLO agreed to establish Palestinian 
self-rule in Gaza and on the West 
Bank. But negotiations between 
Israel and two other Arab nations, 
Syria and Lebanon, are flagging. 

. Secretary of State Warren 
Christopher, who is planning to 
return to the Middle East in .early 
August, said after a lunch for the 
three leaders, "There is now set in 
motion a process which ,I hope and 
believe is irreversible. The ice is bro- 
ken." 

.Americans, Israelis and Jordanians 
set on metal folding chairs for the 
outdoor ceremony, rapt in the history 
unfolding before them but also wilt- 
ing in the heat. They applauded every 
assertion of good will, some also fan- 
ning themselves in an. attempt to.

Alaska Natives, 
Exxon settle 
for $20 million 

ANCHORAGE, Alaska (AP) — 
Exxon agreed Monday to pay S20 
million to settle a federal lawsuit, by 
3,500 Alaska Natives who claimed 
losses from the 1989 Exxon Valdez 
oil spill. 

The agreement was announced by 
Exxon and the plaintiffs as an 
Anchora^ jury cr\tcred its third 
week of deliberations over a separate 
$900 million claim brought by 
Alaska commercial fishermen over 
lost harvest and depressed fish 
prices. 

Qtums by the Alaska Natives that ' 
the spill destroyed such traditional 
food sources as seals, kelp and fish 
had 'been scheduled to be heard by 
the same jury as soon as delibera- 
tions over the claims by the fisher- 
men were complete. 

' In a statement announcing the out- 
of-court settlement, plaintiffs’ attor- 
' ncys dcclincdTO elaborate. They said • 
they wanted to avoid speaking out 
while the jury deliberated and while 
a state' court jury was still hearing 
evidence in a case brou^t by other 
Alaska Native groups and coastal 
■ towns. That lawsuit focuses on oil 
spill damage to lands. 

TTie out-of-&urt sculcment docs 
not resolve Native claims for alleged 
• damage to their culture, economy 
and Way of life. Those claims were 
rejected by U.S. District Judge H. 
Russel Holland as not covered under 
federal maritime law. Lawyers for 
' Natives say that ruling may be 
appealed.

Get guns out of schools, 
but do it locally 


Great idea llie American Federation 
of Teachers has'proposed for running 
gun-ioling troublemakers out of the 
scliools.* 

Lousy idea to make it.federal law. 

Thai's what Democratic Sens. Dianne 
[•’einstein of California and Byron Dor- 
gan of North Dakota have proposed; 
riiey'd' attach the proviso to an educa- 
tion bill pending before Congress that 
would require any school district thai re- 
ceives federal funds to expel any student 
wlio shows up on the school grounds 
with a tireann. 

The ihcoiy, oTcourse. is zero toler- 
ance of guns at school — no exceptions, 
no second chances, no excu-ses, A recent 
sur%ey by Metropolitajt Life showed 
more than .one in lO teachers and nearly 
one in four studenLs reported, they had 
been victims of violence ai or near their 
schools, according to The Associated ' 
Press. 

The same poll also showed 1 3 percent 
of students said they had brought a 
weapon to school at least once. 

That's a statistic that no parent wants 
to contemplate, and in a world of ran- 
dom and frightening violence,' one that 
can be changed in a hurry. 

There's no legitimate excuse for a kid 
to bring a llrearm to school, and anyone 
who does may forfeit the right to be 
there. 

But that's a decision for the local 
school board, not for some bureaucrat 
wearing a visor and wielding a rubber 
stamp in the bowels of the Department 
of Education building in Washington, 
D.C. 

Most federal mandates start out us 


good ideas, but too many perish along 
the road to utopia. 

Want a clean environment'.’ Make the 
stales do it. Want disabled kids to get a 
good, thorough education'.’ Put a rider 
on some appropriation bill. Want drivers 
to slow down on the freeway'.’' Cut the 
states’ funding if they don't go along. 

The fact of the matter is that federal 
mandates arc the bluntest, and usually 
the least .cfTeciive, insirliment of regula- 
tion. The states arc rarely enthusiastic 
about enforcing yet another rule they 
didn't make, and even when they are. 
they ohen don't have the money to do it 
adequately. 

So instead of hiring a resource officer 
to make sure kids aren't armed when the 
come to school, local districts could end 
up hiring a compliance officer to fill out 
the proper forms so the district doesn't 
lose its fedenil money. 

The pressure is enormous on 
Congress just now to do something 
about street crime, and the ban on guns 
at school is probably just the' first of 
many gangbusting measures about to be 
mandated by Washington. 

But Congre,ss could do us all a favor 
by letting stale and local governments 
take care of the problem in ways tliat 
work best for them. 

Most of the good ideas in government 
come from local govcmmenis anyway. 
The people who run them know how 
government works in the real world. 

And they know far better than Wasli- 
ingion does what it's like to deal with 
the parents of a child who’s found him- 
self on the business end of a firearm in a 
.schoolyard.

Initiative will deny civil rights 

I am writing today to clariry some of the mis- 
conceptions surrounding the Idaho Citizens Al- 
liance anti-gay initiative that will be on the b.il- 
lot in November. 

The main point of the initiative is to deny ba- 
sic civil rights to homo.scxuals. Currently it is le- 
gal in the .stale of Idaho to discriminate against 
people b:i.scd on their real or su.spccied sexual 
orientation. Tliis will be changed by the initia- 
tive. 

What wc stand to lose is the right to change 
this in the future. According to the attorney gen- 
eral of lihlio, if it pa.s.ses, "agencies, depanmenLs 
or political subdivision: of the state could not re- 
quire equal treatment ofhomoscxuals cither by 
enacting anti-di.scriminaiion laws and ordi- 
rnanecs or 'oy prohibiting discrimination based on 
sexu.al orientation in their rules, policies and 
- agreements." Tlie right to get and keep a job 
based on your ability and performance is not a 
special right. It is a basic civil ri^t that is not 
currently protected under Idaho or fedcraljaw. ' 

In addition, the initiative violates the constilu- 
lions of the slate of Idaho and of the United 
Statc.s. The Idaho attorney general has twice dc- 
lennined that it is unconstitutional. The ICA ad- 
mits that it is unconstitutional. If wc allow it to 
p-i-ss. we (as taxpayers) will be obligated to de- 
fend it. 

• Coloradans have already spent S3 million de- 
fending the anti-gay initialivc thal they let pa.s.s, 
.and they arc not done yet. It is estimated that 
Colorado has lost nearly SI 20,million to tourism 
and convention boycotts. Although no one 
wants to endurc.such an outcome, it is important 
to keep in mind that Idaho's primary products 
— potatoes, trout and tourism — arc easily 
idenufiablc by people outside of Idaho and thus 
are extremely vulnaable to boycott. If for no 
other reason than economics, .wc need to defeat 
this initiative.

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Goma airport overflows with Rwandan relief 


GOMA, Zaire (AP) — As thou- 
sands of desperate Rwandan, 
refugees die of hunger and disease, 
an American relief effort is being 
held up because workers at Goma's 
liny airport cannot distribute the aid 
that's already come in. 

Sbme American planes have been’ 
forced lo circle overhead for hours 
waiting for the single' runway to 
clear; a few have run low on fuel 
and gone elsewhere. 

'U.S; officials were optimistic that 
a American C-S transport on its way 
from Germany with water puriHca- 
tion units would be able to land 
Monday to case a cholera cpidemiq 
that has killed 1 1,000 people. . 

U.N. officials, meanwhile, asked 
Washington to sort out the logistic 
mess on the tarmac that has held up 
the delivery of aid to the 1 million 
refugees. 

'The speed and scope of' the Hutu 
flight into Zaire has overwhelmed 
7elief agencies. The HutUs fled vic- 
torious Tutsi rebels, fearing retribu- 
tion for the massacre of 200,000 to 
500.000 people, mostly Tulsis, by 
Hutu militias. 

An estimated quarter of a million 
children died since early April in 
Rwanda and more than 150,000 are 


believed to have bccil separated 
from their parents, UNICEF said 
Monday. 

Undersecretary-General Peter 
Hansen, in charge of U.N. emer- 
gency relief operations in Goma. 
said the United Nations doesn't have 
the money or staff to feed and care 
' for the refugees. 

“It is out of control,” Hansen.said. 

The U.N. World Food Program 
and private agencies have delivered 
more than 1,100 tons of food lo 
Goma in recent days, but little has 
been distributed because of a short- 
age of trucks and personnel. 

Three Air Force C-141 cargo 
planes from bases in Germany 
rushed to Goma over the weekend 
only to buzz overhead, waiting for 
the runway to clear of other aid 
planes. Low on fuel, they flew ip 
Kenya and Uganda to wait*for per- 
mission to try again. 

Three other U.S. cargo craft land- 
ed Sunday and Monday after more 
than an hour's delay overhead. 
Zairian airport authorities charged 
' each airCTaft $2,000 lo land. 

Planes were parked on both ends 
of the runway as aid workers 
unloaded them, often by hand. 

The two water purification 


machines aboard the American C-S 
would be able to purge cholera 
bacteria from the waters of Lake- 
Kivu at the rate of 1,200 gallons an 
hour. 

The machines would be among 
the first to reach the area, and with 
the United Nations putting basic 
daily consumptfon at five quarts per 
person, even that equipment would 
only put a dent in the overwhelming 
need. 

A water nitration plant that could 
purify 51,000 gallons an hour was 
being flown in from San Francisco, 
and was to go into operation in 
Goma on Tuesday. 

Privately, rnany independent aid 
workers and some U.S. personnel 
blame the air traffic foulups on- 
French forces who have run the air- 
port .since mid-June. 

“The Americans could come in 
and run this airport far more effi- 
ciently than it’s being run right now. 
We hope that will happen,” said Ray 
Wilkinson of the U.N. High 
Commissioner for Refugees. 

"This crisis calls out for a mili- 
tary-style operation,” he said. “That 
needs to be imposed. In as generous 
a manner as possible, by the 
Americans."

GOMA. Zaire (AP) — Like 
everywhere else, th» Boy Scouts of 
-'Zaire are prepared, ready to help 
wherever they can. 

Here their good deed is to collect 
. bodies by the thousand and dump 
them into a pit. 

From early morning until dark, 
kids of Little League age struggle to 
shove gruesome bundles into'the 
back of trucks. 

Sometimes the bundles are tiny, 
easily tossed onto the pile. But the 
killer here is cholera, not the malnu- 
trition of infants, and more often the 
victims are adults. 

'it is only normal, isn’t it?” asked 
Jean Wauters, a retired Belgian 
importer in a rolled kerchief who 
supervises SOO young volunteers. 
“Smuts do their part.” 

Over 10 days, the kids and older 
ex-Scouts have collected 7,000 bod- 
ies outside Coma; and thdr worlc is 
only beginning. Aid officials say os 
many os 80,000 could die before the 
epidemic runs its course. As many 
os 1 1 ,000 had died by Monday.- - ■ 

Serbs defy 
NATO, fire 
on Gorazde 

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Herzegovina 
(AP) — Despite the threat of NATO 
air strikes, Bosnian Serbs fired an 
anti-aircraft gun at field hands near a 
Muslim town, killing a woman and 
wounding a man, U.N.' officials said 
Monday. 

U.N. spokeswoman Claire Grimes 
said the Serbs were being sent a 
“warning letter” because they violat- 
ed the heavy weapons exclusion 
zone near Gorazde, 30 miles squib- 
east of Sarajevo. 

She said the U.N. plans “stronger 
action if the gun is not removed,” ,, 
but did not elaborate. 

NATO planes launched air strikes 
against Serb weapons around the 
Muslim enclave of Gorazde on April 
10 and 11, before the 12.5-inile 
exclusion zone was imposed later 
that month to protect U.N. peace- 
keepers. There have been no air 
strikes since then. 

Capt. James P. Mitchell of allied 
forces southern Europe said NATO 
was aware the Serb anti-aircraft gun 
was used against civilians, and was 
wording closely with the United 
Nations. The^U.N. must approve any 
air strikes. . /’ 

“The mandate is that weapons in 
that area are subject to air strikes,” 
he said.' “Tliat mandate remains for 
both the Gorazde and Sarajevo 
areas.” 

In Sarajevo, the United Nations 
reopened the airport, which was 
closed last week after. U.N. planes 
were hit by ground fire Wednesday, 
Thursday and Friday.

Some European volunteers 
help. Mostly, Boy Scouts do the job. 

Bodies arc everywhere: dotting 
city streets, lining the roads oiit of 
town, stacked like logs in the 
refugee camps. 

Some are wrapped in bright-col- 
ored sarongs. More are in woven 
straw sleeping mats! One was boxed 
neatly in a cardboard food aid con- 
tainer, strapped os'if for mailing. A 
large label read, “Hard Biscuit.” 

&r]y on Monday, a crew worked 
at Mugunga camp near Goma, a 
patch of hell on earth where the vast 
swath of laid-oul corpses never 
seems to get smaller, despite regular., 
calls by the body trucks. 

“I must do this.” explained Oscar 
Benda, 20. as he helped two boys 
Holst a corpse onto a battered blue 
Toyota flatbed. “'The disease might 
gel me next and, in a few days, this 
could be me.” . ' 

Like the others, he was out of uni- 


form. He wore a scout kerchief with 
a painter’s beret pulled low over his 
delicate features. He looked like 
what he was: a tragically miscxsi art 
student. . 

A' Rwandan, he fled with more 
than 1 million other Hutus lo Zaire 
when Tutsi rebel. troops routed the 
Hulu-dominalcd army and took 
power in Kigali. Hutus now fear 
revenge for the slaughter of perhaps 
a half-million people, most of them 
Tutsis, at the hands of the army and 
Hutu miliiiias. 

Orphaned at an early age. Benda’s 
only home was the school he attend- 
ed in Gisenyl, a ghost town just 
across the border. In Gom3.-his fam- 
ily is the Boy Scouts. 

KJsimba Ndondo wears a regula- 
tion shirt with “Boy Scouts of &ire” 
over the left pocket. The right-pock- 
el patch says “Cub Scout.” but he is. 
34. People call him Mosquito. 

“We are here to help people.” he 
said. “This is our good deed.” 

Active scouts arc .aged 12 to 17. 
but Mosquito is a troOp .leader in the 


alumni association. One of the mem- 
bers. at 72. is heaving bodies with 
the rest. 

Each day. the scout teams prowl 
the' camps, roadsides and lakcfront 
for more bundles. When the trucks 
are full, they drive to ihc*Fronch-dug 
grave among the banana trees. ' 

Unmarked and unmounted, the 
victims' remains are pitched into the 
common grave. Other graves will be 
necessary. Mosquito «iid. but every- 
one is loo busy to dig them. To save 
lime, French engineers arc dynamit- 
ing the volcanic rock near -Coma lo 
open more space for burials. 

The teams beg gloves and antisep- 
tic solution wherever they can. 
Wauters was at Mugungu to get a 
meager supply from the Irish aid 
group Concern.- 

“So far all of -our volunteers arc 
working for free, in the spirit of 
.scouting.” Wauters wild.

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Floatboat outfitters favor 
controversial canyon plan 


LEWISTON (AP) — Floatbnaf 
outfitter: arc abandoning .silchcc and 
becoming Vocal in the debate over 
the U.S. Forest Service’s conlrovcr- 
-sial management plan for the Snake 
River in Hells Canyon. 

Private and commercial jelboaters 
began attacking the plan even before 
its release, and they circled their 
boats at the. National Recreation 
Area's office in Clarkston, Wash., 
earlier this month. .. 

They say restrictions on jelboai" 
use arc too severe and they will 
challenge the plan in court. 

On the other side, the Hells 
Canyon Preservation Council main- 
tains the restrictions arc severe 
enough and will join the council in 
court — but arguing on the othtr 
side. 

Finally, those who run the river in 
rafts, dayaks or dories have decided 
to enter the debate behind the plan. 

Jerry Hughes, the owner of 
Hughes River Expeditions based at 
Cambridge. Idaho, near the south- 
eastern border of the Hells Canyon 
National Recreation Area, has 
emerged as a .spoke.sman for lho.se 
backing the plan. 


~ Calling it "an intriguing propos- 
al," Hughes complained that the 
plan docs fall short of perfect from 
his' perspective, but "it does treat the 
valuable natural resources, the 
social experiences and the business 
opportunities as an entity." 

■The floating outfitters regard the 
plan^w a starting point lor tlie Forest 
Service to take a new direction in 
managing the canyon, one of North 
America's deepest, Hughes said; 

n>e key to success. Hughes said, 
will be how well the agency nntni- 
tors the use of the canyon, 

"People who love Hells Canyon, 
who make a living there, and who 
play there can bow make the neces- 
sary compromises tti keep Hells 
Canyon National Recreation Area 
intact for-future generations." he 
said. 

Kurt Wiedenmann. who led the 
Forest Ser\'ice team that wrote the 
plan, said the agency has alrcad^’ 
rcceived several hundred comments 
on it. The Forest Service wants 
those who .want to change thc-plan 
to offer new informati«tn to support 
their views rather than just rehash- 
ing the arguments raised during the 


past three years while the plan wqs 
being written. 

So far the comments cover the 
fulf range from tho.se'who support 
the plan to those who like some ele- 
ments and oppose others to tho.se 
who vehemently opptisc it. 

Much of the mail .so far is post- 
. cards. The Hells Canyon Alliance 
has made a postcard cantpaign an 
-early focus of its opposition. 

■ - Ovcnill. thc comments so far gen- 
erally show floaters most strongly 
support the plan while powerboaiers 
most strongly oppose it. 
Wiedenmann said. 

But the floating community is divid- 
ed. he said. Alxnit half of the floaters 
favor poweriniats having a place on the 
Snake, the other half do not. Tlie group 
does draw together in agreeing that 
ptwerlHiat numbers should l>e regulat- 
ed. just as floating- launches arc from 
Hells Canyon Dam.. ^ 

And some "of the new information 
the agency is' seeking is starting to 
come in.

Internship programs boost 
Shoshone-Bannock students 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) — A spe- 
cial internship program between a 
prime contractor at the Idaho 
National Engineeririg Laboratory 
and the Shoshone-Bannock Tribes is 
being looked at as a national model 
for improving the economic future 
of tribal youth. 

Called “Provide A Tru.sting 
■ Hand,”' or PATH, the program oper- 
ated by Westinghouse Idaho Nuclear 
Co. is now in its seventh year of pro- 
viding summer jobs to Indian stii- 
denLs in an effort to encourage them 
to pursue their education and possi- 
bly have careers close to their 
homes. 

It is becoming a pilot project for 
other Energy. Department sites, 
where Energy Secretary Hazel 
•'O’Leary has made employment 
diversity a top priority. INEL and 
the national Tribal Employment 
Rights Office have scheduled a sem- 
inar on the concept next summer in 
Sun Valley. 

"Tltis is one way we're utilizing to 
encourage kids to attend school and 
live a good life without really hav- 
ing to give up their life on ihe>rescr- 


valion." said Donna Miller, the 
PA’TH coordinator for the tribes 
through the Fort Hall Tribal 
Employment Rights Office. 

The program's goals are to give 
youngsters the incentive and the 
tools to compete in a non-Indian cul- 
ture while letting them maintain 
their own heritage. 

"Indian people just don't like to 
move away." she said, hut rcservc'- 
lion economies are typically the 
most depressed of any local econo- 
my in u state. 

Eight college students, mosi of 
them from Idaho Stale University, 
are commuting from Furl Hall to 
internships at the INEL and its 
Idaho Fails offices this summer. 
They were chosen out of liigh 
school based on grades, past 
activities anil tlieir. field of study. 
They are invited back each sum- 
mer and given progressively more 
responsibility. 

"It opened my eyes." said Karen 
Haskett, a chemistry student in her 
second .summer at INEL.

BSU enrollment

BOISE (AP) — Enrollment at 
Boise Slate University likely will 
hold steady this fall for the first time 
iri five years. 

Boise State University officials 
expect about 15,000 students — close 
to the number who enrolled la.st fall. 
Enrollment has been growing by 3 per- 
cent to 6 percent annually. 

"Wc just can't continue to accom- 
modate the kind of growth wc'vc 
had in the past," says Dave Taylor. 
Boise State vice president for stu- 
dent affairs. 

Taylor credits changes in the 
admissions process with tightcriing 
the reins on enrollment. A deadline 
first implemented in.summcr 1993, 
prevents students from enrolling as 
full-time degree-seeking students 
. after the last \ycck in July.' 

Previously, students who had bedn 
admitted to Boise Stale University 
could walk in on ihc first day of school - 
and register for closs^ — without any. 
prior contact with the university. 

“We had walk-ins competing with 
continuing students for.class space.” 
Taylor says. 

Another new admissions policy 
sets higher standards for acceptance 
to the university. The fall 1994 term 
marks the- first time the admissions 
office will require a minimum 
cumulative grade-point average and 
American College Test score. 

Taylor estimates 'the new mini- 
mum standard keep out 100 to 150 
students who would have been 
accepted under the less-stringent 

academic requirements.

BUHL - The king has a successor. 

Clear Springs Foods has found a worthy., 
replacement for "Old Kanaka,” the leg- 
endary 10-foot, 600-pound sturgeon who 
died lost March at the age of 80. 

But .his successor doesn’t have a name, 
yet. 

The heir is a 7-fool white sturgeon 
weiring in at a Icon 125 pounds. 

A Magic Valley native, the new sturgeon 
was caught by Idaho Department of Fish 
and Qame volunteers last April on the 
Snake River between the Bliss Dam and 
the C.J. Strike Dam. 

He was then transported in a 720-gallon 
fish .tank to the College of Southern Idaho 
Fish Hafthcry in Twin Falls. There fish 
haichety Profgsor Tciw Pottetson and his 
students put tKc big fTsn out to stud whm 
he fathered thousands.' 

The sturgeon's new duties will also ad- 
vance his species, but with less exertion. 

The emerging new performer will be on 
public display as the figurehead symbol of 
his kingdom. • 


Like many entertainers, the new stur- 
geon is active at night and does little in 
the daytime. Patterson said. "Unless you 
get it riled up. then it can get pretty 
strong." 

He estimated the new sturgeon is 30 to 
35 years old, which is young for a sturgeon.

Businesses must compi^^ 
with disabilities law today

TWIN FALLS -■ Most of the business- 
es in thc'Magic Valley have to be in 
compliance with the Americans with 
Disabililics.Aci today. 

It is the deadline for small businesses 
- companies with 15 to 25 employees - 
to obey the ADA. 

Complying with the ADA is more than 
just making un office or store accessible 
to somebody in a wheelchair, said uttorr 
ney Skip Sperry. 

"One part is accessibility. But the ma- 
jor thrust of ADA is there canT be dis- 
crimination-based on a disability," said 
Sperry, who is a mnniigemeni consultant 
on the fcdgcal law to Idaho businesses 
through lEC Management Resource 
Group of Boise. 

So employers must not discriminate In 
the "terms, conditions or privileges of 


employment” to any employee or poten- 
tial employee under the ADA guidelines, 
he said. 

The law states that if a disabled work- 
er is qualified to do. a job then the' em- 
ployer must make a "reasonable accom- 
modation’’ for that worker to perform the 
job "so long as it doesn’t pose an undue 
hardship on the employer.” 

While It often sounds complicated and 
am^guous; Sperry said in some eases the 
ADA Is more powerful than civil rights 
laws regarding worker discrimination. . 

Roughly 3,000 businesses in Idaho arc 
affected by the ADA requirements that 
go Into effect today, Sperry said. That 
includes most of the businesses in the 
Magic Valley. 

President George Bush pushed' for this 
complex labor law. 

Two years- ago, the ADA went into af- 
fecLfor companies with 2'5 or more em- 
ployees. 


Twin Falls won’t reclaim 5th Avenue from warehouses - yet

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TWIN FALLS - The city won’t reclaim 
the 200 block of Fifth Avenue South from 
the warehouses whose trucks and grain bins 
have shut down half the roadway. 

Not yet, anyway. - 

Instead, the City Council voted Monday 
to turn that block of Old Town into a one- 
way street for Minidoka Avenue-bound 
traffic only. 

Councilman Jeff Gooding called the 
vote, at best, “a short-term solution” to the 
problems confounding the first business to 
attempt to redevelop Old Town Twin Falls. . 

The city’s right-of-way between Second 
Street South and Minidoira Avenue is unde- 
veloped, and -warehouses encroach upon 
the road oil along its northeast border. ’ 

I The council was forced -to confront the 
road’s disrepair because Rick Beus and the 


Old Mill Building Limited Liability Corp. 
plan to redevelop property alongside the 
right-of-way, including land that traffic 
now uses as a makeshift Fiftli Avenue. 

City Engineer Gary. Young said the 
trucking docks on Fifth Avenue could 
not Co-exist with the Old Mill dcvclop- 
TTicnt once it is renovated and open for 
business. 

The Old Mill plans show diagonal park-'- 
ing along the southwest side of the road. 
That would leave the road .completely 
blocked almost anytime trucks were in the 
docks and cars were parked at the Old Mill 
lot. 

”I can see some real problems with cars' 
and trucks mixing in this area," Young 
said. 

By a 5-1 vote, the council decided to 
make trucks park parallel to the docks and 
eliminate northbound iraftic in the block. 
Councilman Tom Condie was the lone dis- 


senter and Mayor Gale Klcinkopf was_put 
of town. 

Tlic council almo.st look no action on the 
ihalter as the owners of property bordering 
Fifth Avenue South looked on. 

Councilman Chris Talkington said he 
"wouldn’t feel confident in making a deci- 
sion." He ajSked the city manager to send 
formal letters to Ihosc'samc property owri- 
ers notifying them of the need to develop 
the road. 

Condie and acting Mayor Art Frantz 
wanted the property owners to "get togeth- 
er" and work out a solution. 

Councilman Lance Clow, wanted to for- 
get Fifth Avenue South c;uslcd and come 
up with'D new road from scratch. 

"Is there a way to redraw the lines to 
make it work?” Clow.asked. , 

David Woodhead, one of the two owners 
of the trucking dock that encroaches 15 feel 
into the roadway, said not allowing, trucks 


to back into the docks .w4ll be "inconve- 
nient” for some of Hif leased tenants, "biit il 
won’t put them out of business,” 

Beus said hc would help those tenants by 
waiting to paint the parking stripes, at least 
temporarily. 

Woodhead said that, as an owner, he

Federal officials hope to develop wetlands

RUPERT - Cattails, marshes 
and bogs are an uncommon sight 
in the dusty terrain and farm 
ground north of Paul, but federal 
officials are hoping to develop 
more of them to improve the qual- 
ity of groundwater from the Snake 
Rivcf Plain Aquifer. • 

Tests show that irrigation 
runoff commonly contains more, 
fecal coliform bacteria and sedi- 
ment than is aliowed under the 
Safe Drinking Water Act passed 
. by Congress in 1991, according to 
a news release from the Bureau of 
Reclamation. 

On the A&B Irrigation District 
tracts, wastewater and storm wa- 
ter have been flowing into dis- 
posal wells that the federal gov- 
ernment drilled directly into the 
aquifer through porous lava 


rock, the report said. 

Last week, the Bureau of Recla- 
mation released an environmental 
assessment of a plan to construct^ 
the wetlands around the “injection' 
drain wells’’ that would .slow the 
water flow into the aquifer and 
Tiller out impurities. 

“It is designed to reduce the 
amount of water going-inio the 
aquifer and improve the quality of 
water in the wells,’’ said Earl 
Corliss, water operations manager 
for the Snake River Area Office 
of the Bureau of Reclamation in 
Burley. 

Up to 700 acres of wetlands 
could bo built around the wells in 
Minidoka County. Farmers would 
also be able to "re-use’’ the runoff 
that collects in these wetland 
ponds, said Chris Ketchum, 
wildlife biologist, for (he Snake 
River Area Office of the Bureau 
'of Reclamation. ■ 


Already federal officials are 
monitoring the growth of five 
“demonstration" wetlands north 
of Paul. 

“You get a little bit of the best of 
both worlds to some degree." 
Ketchum said as he^dfovc his Jeep 
Wagoncer over rugged sagebrush- 
covered hills. “What it will do ii-s 
provide a little oa.sis for waterfowl." 

If untreated wastewater ctmtin- 
ues to flow down drain wells, it 
could contaminate the aquifer, tlic 
report said. Coliform bacteria, 
which comes front mostly cattle 
feces, can cause people to become 
sick if it's ingested, Corlis.s said. 

The aquifer provides drinking 
water to about 275.000 in (he cast 
Snake River Plain, the report said. 

So far, the aquifer has not been 
contaminated. Corliss .said. In (he 
past there have been several inci- 
dents where residents who drilled 
wells near the drains have had 


contaminated water in their wells, 
he s^iid. , 

Idalio has ordered the closure of 
nine drain wells where operations 
resulted in contamination of do- 
mestic water wells, the report 
said. 

Cattails, algae and other marsh 
grasses would slow the flow of 
wastewater, allowing such pollu- 
tants to settle on the land before 
the water reaches the drains, 
Corliss Siiid. 

If federal funding comc.s 
through for the fiscal year of 
1995. the wetlands could start be- 
ing built as soon as this fall. 
Ketchum said. 

Development of the project 
would take place over the next 
several yiars. the report .said. To 
create wetlands, workers would 
flatten some of the slopes and al- 
low wntrr to spread out over the 
land. Corliss said. ~ ‘ 


Crinie bill could eliminate Inmate Pell grants 


■ BOISE (AP) ^ Karl Johnson is 
about to see his education cost 
him more after years of taking his 
educaiton by mail. 

Johnson, 33, was approved for 
about SI, 150 this year in Pell 
grants, a form of federal financial 
aid for education. Those grants 
may I|/eral]y disappear next year 
for Johnson and students like him. 

Johnson is an inmate at the South 
Idaho Correctional Institution in 
Boise — a distinction that makes a 
difference to the federal govern- . 
merit. The Crime Bill, now before 
Congress, would prevent inmates 
from receiving federal monies like 
Pell grants for their education. 

Johnson is working toward a 
bachelor’s degree in mass com- 
munications through Thomas Edi- 
son State College in New Jersey. 


A college degree, he believes, is 
a big edge outside the prison. 
Johnson has served at the mini- 
mum-seeprily South Idaho Cor- 
rectional Institution since 1989. 
He was sentenced (o three (o 15 
years for lewd and lascivious con- 
duct with a minor. It is better to 
be educated than just an ex-con- 
vict, he says. 

About a dozen inmates in the 
nearly 2,500-person slate prison sys- 
tem enroll in correspondence classes 
each year, says Doug Cray, educa- 
tion program administrator for the 
Idaho Board of Correction. 

But only three inmates since 
1983 have earned a degree while 
.incarcerated. The prison system 
does not track those inmates who 
take classes while inside and pur- 
sue.a degree after they arc re- 


leased, Gray say.s. 

Pri.soncrs find their opportuni- 
ties for a college degree by mail 
limited. Only about 30 colleges 
offer degrees without son^c kind 
of on-campus requirement — 
none of Idaho's institutions fit 
(hat bill. 

Taking a class by mail requires 
designating someone on the prison 
staff as a proctor — someone to 
monitor exams and answer ques- 
tions. The Idaho prison system em- 
ploys counselors and teachers for lit- . 
cracy and high school equivalency 
programs who often act as proctors. 

Ohio University has provided a 
correspondence program just for 
offenders since 1974. The pro- 
gram docs not differ much from 
that offered to other students, says 
Ken Armstrong, assistant director

• offers in envelopes. * 

About 20 people, including real 
estate agents and potential buyers of 
the ho.spital, attended (he meeting. 
Commissioners postponed (heir re- 
view of offers on the building and 
decided to hold a public auction. 

The county’s lease of the doc- 
tors' complex to (he'Soutli Central 
Health District for SI per year is 
not a wise invc.siment of taxpayer 
money, said Carla Shockey, a real 
esalc agent. 

Meanwhile, commissioners arc 
studying the prospect of a S4.3 mil- 
lion judicial building, she pointed 
out.'- 

Howard Conrad, a Burley real es- 
tate manager and polcmial buyer, 
said he didn't know the terms of the 
contract, such.as what fixtures 
would be included in the sale and 
whether he must pay in cash. 

Tlie county also needs to contract 
with a Company to perform an envi- 
ronmenipl assessment of the build- 
ing. especially fur asbestos, he said. 
Conrad declined to say what he 
would do with the ho.spital property 
if he bought it. 

Truman Bradley, a developer, said 
commissioners have, done little to 
promote the sale of the hospital to 
potential buyer.s. 

"Tliat’.s a valuable asset to the tax- 


payers of this county, and we shiuild 
(Jo everything we can to rjiake sure 
the county gets what's coming. to it." 
Bradley said. 

"Wc feel we've doire more than 
our share." county I’rosecutor 
Stephen Bywater replied. 

Bradley is a plaintiff in a lawsuit 
iigamsi the commissioners and Inter- 
mountain Ileallh Care Hospitals 
I’nc.. which leases the couniy-iiwned 
hospital. 

The lawsuit charges that the. com- 
missioners luivc not been forthcom- 
ing with the public in their eflori In 
replace the hospital with the private 
Cassia Regional Medical Center. 
Tile hospital is being, built at Kith 
Street and Hiland Avenue'. 

Bradley asked commissioners to 
cancel their consideration of the pri- 
vate bids. The county will get a 
proper price for the hospital only if 
the property is sold during a public 
auction, he said. - 

Keith Holloway, president of 
Western Health Care Corp. of Boise, 
protested the idea of a public auc- 
tion. saying (he hospital may be sold 
t(v someone who doesn't want to 
provide health care services for the 
community. 

"Frankly I'm not sure rm going 
to go to a public meeting." he said. 

"Remember, this is a public entity, 
not a private entity." Hradkn 
replied. "You don't ntake private 
deals with county commissioners." 

"Ifs'jusi going to be sold to the 
highest bidder." Bywater (i^recd. 
But Bywaier added that the commis- 
sioners had hoped to sell tiie hospital 
to someone who'would use the h(*s- 
pilul for health care. 

Tile county also should hire a real 
estate appraiser to assess the hospi- 
tal's worth and set ii minimum price 
for bidding. Bradley said.

Richard Gibb has died following a 
bout with liver cancer. He was 65. 

■ University officials said Gibb 
died Sunday at the University of 
Washington Medical Center in 
Seattle. He had been diagnosed 
la.st fall withe the cancer. 

Gibb served as president of the 
university from. 11^7710 1989, 
guiding it through some of the 
worst economic circumstances the 
land-grant school ever faced. 

It was under his presidency that 
faculty layoffs occurred when the 
bottom fell out of the stale budget 
in the early 1980s and then the 
economy remained dcpres.sed un- 
til the late 1980s. 

"He left a lasting mark on the 
university and on the educational 
system of Idaho," Gov. Cecil An- 
drus said in a statement. 

After retiring ns president in 
1989, Gibb taught higher educa- 
tion administration ut the: univer- 
siiy. 


A native of Illinois. Gibb had 
served as commission of the Indi- 
ana Commission for Higher Edu- 
cnlion before being selected as the 
president of llic University of Ida- 
ho in 1977. 

In Moscow, he helped develop a 
core curriculum ihul has earned 
national recognition for excel- 
lence and created both ,lhe Lionel 
Hampton School of Music iind the 
College of An. and Architecture. 
He led the school’s centennial cel- 
ebration and helped generate more 
than S40 million in donations. 

"He loved the sliitc, its people, 
its history, it.s future and knew — ' 
whether he'd be here or not — • 
that our state’s future will be de- 
termined largely by the quality of 
education." said A.L. Alford, pub- 
lisher of The Lewiston Morning 
Tribune and chttirman of the com- 
mittee that selected Gibb to head

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Conference OKs compromise interstate banking bill

WASHINGTON — House and Sen- 
ate negotiators resolved their differ- 
ences Monday over wide-ranging leg- 
islation that would sweep away most of 
the barriers preventing bonks from op- 
erating freely across state lines. 

llic compromise bill, dismantling 
laws dating to the 1920s. would have 
its biggest impact on the 60 million 
Americans who live in metropolitan ar- 
eas straddling state borders. 

They and the businesses that serve 
them probably would find banking 
more convenient. Individuals would be 
able to deposit their paycheck In one 
state, where they worked, for instance, 


and withdraw the funds in another, 
where they lived.’ ' 

The compromise is expected to be 
^proved easily, os soon os this week, 
by the House. But Sen. Phil Gramm, 
R-Tcxas, said he would try to use par- 
liamentary tactics to block it in the 
Senate bctrausc of u provision afTccting 
the Texas state constitution. 

A year after enactment, bank holding 
companies would be permitted to ac- 
quire banks in anystatc.

Waterford Crystal cuts toward profits

WATERFORD, Ireland — To most people, the 
. chunk of crystal sitting on the table looks like a big 
ice cube, but Fred Curtis envisions a winged horse. 

The hard port, he says, will be sculpting the frag- 
ile front legs without breaking them. 

"ni wait till the place is empty at night and 
work here in the silence," Curtis tells a visitor to 
the Waterford Crystal plant. “This will.be diffi- 
cult." ... 

In another room, engraver Tom Hayes balks at 
putting a price on a fancy crystal globe. 

*Tm not being glib, but something's worth what 
people will pay for it.” Hayes says. “We're trying 
to create an art." 

Curtis and Hayes arc two of the Irish master 
craftsmen who make Waterford Crystal a 
household name. They arc also two of the fortu- 
nate ones — economic realities have Icff hun- 
dreds of other Irish craftsmen out of work as 
the company adjusts to a more competitive 
glo'bal marketplace, in part by marketing cheap- 
er crystaf from abroad. 

Woterford Wedgwood PLC ran into trouble 
when the recession left it staggeripg under losses 
of around 20 million Irish pounds, the equivalent 
of S30 million, a year. Investors, led by Irish ty- 
■ coon Tony O’Reilly and Wall Street powerhouse 
' Morgan Stanley & Co., bought a 29 percent stoke 
in 1990 and put the company on o new course. 

Within three years, they had erased the losses 


and earned 9 million Irish- pounds in 19^3, and 
brought the company’s stock baci?from 14 
peneq two years ago to nearly four times os much 
these days. 

But success has come painfully. Hundreds of 
Irish workers lost their jobs os Waterford cut costs 
and started buying cheaper c^'stal from sources in 
Germany and Slovenia — and gained a bigger 
shore of the vital U.S. market under an also-ran 
brand name. Marquis by Woterford. • ^ 

The company's savings from manufacturing 
overseas is substantial. Every time Waterford sells 
a S30 wine gloss under the Marquis name, it makes 
' more money than it docs by selling a SSO Water- 
ford wine glass. 

At Waterford Wedgwood’s recent annual meet- 
ing in Dublin, shareholders were relieved to be 
back in the black. But amid the expected gripes 
about big stock options for directors and tl'ic pre- 
dictable clangoring for a dividend — the compa- 
ny’s hasn't paid one-since 1988 — were calls to 
bring jobs back to Ireland. 

Unemployment, officially listed at 15.2 percent 
but widely believed to be nearer 20 percent, is Ire- 
land’s top problem and on emotional issue — even 
to Irish investors who profit when jobs arc export- 
ed. 

“1 propose wc take our money out of Germany, 
that doesn’t need it, and put it back in Ireland, with 
.jmr uncmplpymcni,’’ said a shareholder who did 
'hot identify hcrseir. 

Other Waterford Wedgwood shareholders are 


concerned that selling cheaper crystal could hurt 
tlic company. 

“My concern is that the integrity of the brand is 
in grave danger if we reduce the number of craft 
workers," said Neal Duggan, a Dublin accountant. 
"We’re in danger of eroding the brand." 

O’Reilly, now chairman of Waterford Wedg- 
wood, said Waterford’S share of the key U.S. crys- 
tal market had advanced from 27 percent in 1990. 
the year before the European imports were added 
to the line, to 34 percent last year. 

“Only a fool could not understand those num- 
bers — tltis company was headed for liquidation," 
said O’Reilly, who aisp runs Pittsburgh-based H.J. 
•Heinz Co. ■ )_ 

Waterford’s chief executive, Paddy Galvin, 
agreed in an interview that the Irish shareholders 
“make comments with their hearts, not with their 
heads," 

Had Waterford not cut its work force to 1,500 
from 3,000 over the last few years, sloshed pay and 
brought in cheaper foreign crystal, the plant would 
have closed, he said. 

The cliongcs have been bitter for Waterford’s 
workers.

But walk on a modem jetliner and, 
with some exceptions, you'll enter a 
world of decades-bid crash-protection 
technology. 

In an accident, unless you're a pilot 
or flight attendant, you'll wear a lap 
bell, leaving you vulnerable to a fatal 
head or neck injury. 

You'll most likely sit in a scat that 
will collapse or be ripped from the 
floor in a crash. 

And you'll be traveling in a cabin 
where overhead companmen'ts ban fall 
apart, turning luggageinio deadly pro- 
jectiles. 

After the July 2 crash of USAir 
Flight 1016 in Charlotte, N.C., critics 
arc asking: Why isn't more done to 
help passengers survive a crash? . 

“When you're flying in the most 
modem jet, in many respects, you’re 
flying in an aircrafl whose safety suin- 
dards were established in 1952," said 
Wayne Williams, a former Air Force 
pilot and Eastern Airlines engineer 
who founded the National Transporta- 
tion Safety Association. 

To be sure, commercial airlines rank 
among the safest ways to travel. 

In 1993, more than 40,000 people 
died on U.S. highways — a death toll 
equivalent to a jumbo jet crashing ev- 
ery day. There were no crashes involv- 
ing major airlines. 

Still, consumer advocates say the air- 
lines need to do more to protect patvsen- 
gers when a plane docs crash. Studies 
show Uiat many people don't die from 
the impact of the crash but from the 
fire and smoke aflerward. 

In the early 1980s, the Federal AvitfiT 
lion Administration studied crashes in 
which investigators found there was a 
chance of survival — more than 80 
percent of accidents. In those crashes, 
Uic agency attributed 40 percent of the 
deaths to Are. 

Aflcr the Qrarlottc crash, nearly half 
of the 37 people who died were found 
within a dozen feet of an open exit; 

It’s too soon to tell if additional safe- 
ty features — including-bciier fire and 
smoke protection and stronger scats — 
could have saved anyone in that crash. 
Federal investigators will be exploring 
that question, for months. ' 

For years, the government, airlines 
and consumer groups have considered; 

■ Stronger seats; In a requirement 
dating to the I9S0s, most airlines scats 
arc built to withstand only nine G’s of 
force —--or nine timts the weight of a 
passenger hurtling forward.

When it comes to buying a home, jicoplc have all 
kinds of misconceptions. ’ 

Here are common myths, according to IDS Finan- 
cial Services: 

■ Owning a home is always a better deal financial- 
ly than renting.. i,i 

In many cases, yes. But not always. There are clear 
lax advantages because mortgage interest is de- 
ductible from income taxes. 

But home repairs and maintenance also can cost a 
lot and cause many headaches, not to mention the 
closing costs on a mortgage and the money required 
fora down payment.. 

"In pure dollar terms, renting i.s cheaper for, the

DETROIT (AP) — Isuzu Motors 
Ltd., American Honda Motor Co. 
and Chrysler CJrp. are recalling 
about 140,200 sport-utility vehicles 
and pickup trucks to repair engine or 
frame defects. 

The companies said Monday there 
have been no reports of accidents or 
injuries related to the problems. 

The Isuzu and Honda recalls af- 
fect 133,190 sport-utility vehicles. 
The engines have a rubber and metal 
oil plug that could dislodge and 
cause leaks that might result in 'en- 
gine damage or fire.. 

A plate to keep the plug from dis- 
lodging will be installed in the af- 
fected vehicles. They include: 

■ 72,460 Isuzu Rodeos from 
1992-94 with 3.2-Hlcr V-6 engines 
and 10,900 model 1994 Honda Pass- 
port LX and EX models with the 
same engine. Rodeos and Passports 


are built in Lafayette, Ind„ by Sub- 
aru-Isuzu Automotive Inc. 

• 49,830 Isuzu Troopers from 
1992-93 with 3.2-litcr V-6 engines. 
The Troopers were (imported from 
Japan. 

The Chrysler recall involves 7,000 
model 1994 Dodge Ram 1500 and 
2500 pickup trucks that were built 
without rear bumpers. 

Federal crash tests of the vehicles 
showed-that impact from the rear 
could bend the frame roil and dam- 
age the fuel filler hose, causing more 
fuel to leak than federal standards 
allow. A part will be Installed to re- 
inforce the roil. 

Chrysler spokesman Alex Tsigdi- 
nos said about 3 percent of Ram 
pickups are built without rear 
bumpers. Most ore sold to customers 
who install aftermarket bumpers for 
special lowing applications.

Q. I have a $20,000 variable annu- 
ity invested in Fidelity’s Balanced 
food. In the last quarier, there has 
been a loss of almost $800 — per- 
hm more by now. .

A. Yours is typical of a group of 
recent questions, all with a common 
theme: If XYZ fund was presented 
as a solid, low-risk offering, how 
come it's been steadily going to 
pieces for the lost couple of months? 

Most of these questions come 
from people who ore relatively new 
to fund ownership. 

While a fund such as Fidelity Bal-

ST. PETERSBURG. Russia (AP) — Dennis 
Milchcll has been one of those forgotten sprint- ' 
ers, an afterthought behind Carl Lewis, Leroy 
- Burrell and Linford Christie. 

Not any lonccr. 

Mitchell should finally get the recognition, he 
craves after beating Burrell. Lewis and a star- 
. .studded field to win the 1(X) meters on Monday at 
the Goodwill Games. 

Mitchell led from start to finish to win in;.l(M)7 
seconds and capture his first gold medal in a 
major international championship^ 

Is he now the world’s best sprinter? 

“I want to live up to the Iradilon of a cocky 
sprinter and .say, *I am,’” Mitchell said. ' 

While track and field grabbed the spotlight on 
the third day of the 16-day event, the U.S. men’s 
'I'basketball team rebounded from its loss to the 
Russians to reach the medal round with a 99-80 
victory over China. And in beach volleyball. U.S. 
teams advanced to Wednesday’s finals in bttth the 
men’s and women's events. 

But it was on tlic track at Petrovsky Stadium 
where the day’s biggest drama unfolded. Four of 
the six' fastest sprinters in history — Mitchell, 
Lewis, Burrell and Andre Ca.son — went hcad-lo- 
head in the most anticipated race of the year. 

Milchcll wasn't cven-jnvited to the Goodwill 
Games in the first place, overlooked in favor, of 
the bigger names. But when Christie. Britain’s 
world and Olympic champion, withdrew last 
week with a hamstring injury, organizers needed 
a replacement and turned to Mitchell. . 

■"Tlic Green Machine has arrived.” he declared 
before the race. •'He’s going to. attack a]l comers. 
It’s going to be a perfect show.” 

Mitchell — clad in u flouresccnt greC-n running 
outfit and green shoes — was true to his word. 

After two false starts — one by Burrell and one 
by. Russia’s Vilali Savin — he shot out of the 
block.s first and pulled out to a substantial lead 
along with Jon Drummond after SO meters. 

Burrell made a powerful charge over the final 
40 meters to finish second in- 10.11. Drummond 


.was third in 10.12, with Lewis fourth in 10.2^ 
ahd Casori sixth in 10.33. 

“My start was-a millisecond slower than 1 
wanted,” Mitchell said. ”1 picked it up afte r five 
.rueters.-and thcn'I wanted to accelerate because I 
knew Leroy and Carl would be coming at me at 
60 meters. 1 felt in very good control at 90 meters 
and I took it on in.” 

Milchcll threw up his right arm after cros.sing the 
finish line and shouted, ‘ That’s what I’m talking 
about!" He hugged Drucfimond, his training partner, 
but never fooked back at Bunell or Lewis.

Worjd Championships — so this gold was partic- 
uhirly'sweet. •

Keenan returns to St. Louis 


ST. 'LOUIS (AP) — Mike Keenan, cleared by the 
NHL to become coach and general ipanagcr of the 
Blues, returned to St. Louis on Monday, sounding not 
at all like'n man who had just-been fined $500,000 and 
suspended for two months without pay. 

“I feel fantastic,'' he said. 

' After eight hours of talks Sunday in New York at 
the office of NHL cotpmissioner Cary Bellman, a 
settlement was reached in the dispute involving 
Keenan, his former team, the New York Rangers, 
and his new one, the St. Louis Blues. 

Bellman suspended Keenan for '60 days beginning 
Monday, fined him $100,000, and ordered him to 
return four-fifths of his $500,000 signing bonus with 
the Rangers, whom he couched last season to their 
first Stanley Cup title in 54 years. 

The Blues were fined $250,000, the league moxi- 
mum. The .Detroit R^d Wings, who tried to hire 
Keenan before he agreed to terms with 'the Blues, 
were fined $25,000. 

New York also was fined $25,000 for filing a law- 
suit to keep Keenan from signing with St. Louis. And 
the Rangers agreed to drop the lawsuit and pay 
Keenan the $608,000 playoff bonus that set off the 
whole chain of events. 

Bettman,' who took over as commissioner in 1^3, 
had stem words for all three teams involved. 

“Such conduct cannot and will not be tolerated,'' 
he said. 

At a news conference Monday at Lambert Airport, 
Blues president Jack Quinn said Bettman “wanted to 
kind of set a toncos the new guy in town, the new 
sheriff, as to how things were going to be.” ~ 

Keenan called the settlement fair. 

“Mr. Bettman did a fabulous job bringing the par- 
ties together and resolving this situation,” Keenan 
said. “I have a great deal of respect for him and what 
he was able to accomplish. 

“Wc all achieved the objective we set out to 
accomplish, and that was for me to be here in St. 
Louis,” Keenan said. 

The Blues also said Monday that Bob Berry, 


whom Keenan replaced as coach of the Blues, is the 
team’s new associate coach. Officials said Keenan 
chose Berry before the suspension was levied. 

Keenan declared himself a free agent July IS when 
the Rangers were a day laic with the bonus payment. 
He signed with the Blues two days later, prompting 
the Rangers’ lawsuit. 

The Bluds and Rangers settled their differences 
Saturday in New York. The teams agreed to u trade 
that sent center Petr Nedved to New York fur Esa 
‘Tikkanen and Doug Lidsier. 

Under normal circum.stunces. the Rangers 
wouldn't have been able to pull off such a trade, New 
York general manager Nell Smith said. 

‘^We’re giving up a player who turns 30 in 
December ^ikkanen) for u player who's 22 years of 
age,” Smith said. “I think down the road (Nedved) 
could be a 120% 130-point. guy — 150 if they keep, 
extending the schedule.” 

Keenan said the trade helps both teams. 

"’They bring depth to the organization, which I 
think the Blues need," he said. ‘'And the Rangers arc 
gelling a young player who will be surrounded by 
champions. Maybe that will help his development.’’ 

Nedved has 69 goals and.7S assists in four seasons. 
Tikkanen played on four Stanley Cup winners in his 
nine seasons with the Edmonton Oilers, before being 
traded to New York and being .part of last season’s 
championship team. He hud 22 goals and 54 points 
Iasi season. 

Lidsier was with Vancouver for 10 years before ' 
New York acquired him as part of a trade for goalie 
John Vanbiesbrouck. 

The suspension means Keenan will miss virtually 
all of preseason. He will be allowed to return Sept. 
25. *rhe season opens Oct. 1 . 

Keenan said that during the suspension he will 
refrain from all hockey business, even discussing the 
-sport with the media. 

“It is maybe not the most ideal situation but it is 
very acbcpiabic,” Keenan said. "It is a sitCRilion wc 
can overcome.”
